into a bow! two cups of flowr sifted 
three times with a teaspoonful each of 
salt and baking powder. Into a pint of 
milk stir two well-beaten eggs, add tis 
to the sifted flour and beat until free of 
all jumps. Do all this a quarter of an 
hour before taking the beef from the 
oven. Dip cut six tablespoonfuls of 
gravy from around the beef, skim off as 
much of the grease from it as possible, 
turn into a square pan and set thie on 
the upper grating of the oven until very 
hot. While it is heating prepare the 
batter. as just described and pour it 
immediately into the sizzling fat. Bake 
quickly to a light brown. When done 
transfer the beef to a hot platter, cut 
the Yorkeh.re pudding into squares with 
a very sharp khife and lay it around the 
beef. 

For beef a la mode select a large 
roast, not.less than 8 pounds—more if 


you have a good-sized family. Have 
your butcher lerd it with strips of salt 


MONG many housewives a roast 
A of beef is considered an expen- 

sive dish, and the purchase of 4 
rib roast of fair proportions an ex- 
travagance which is not to be in- 
dulged in often. In its place our house- 
mother has, sometimes, a steak, some- 
times chops, sometimes even a shoul- 
der of lamb, and, looking at the ‘bill 
for each of these dishes, contrasts it 
with what the “best cut” of beef would 
be and congratulates herself that she 
has saved money. 

I do not want to dash her pride in 
her frugality, but the beef would have 
been more écdnomical thah any other of 
the substitutes she has selected. To be 
sure, the original price is perhaps 
twice that of the steak and much more 
than the chops or sheulder of lamb— 
for a prime rib roast of beef leaves very 
little of. a $2 bill. But what has she 
left after onie meal has been supplied 
‘by any one of the dishes that I have 
mentioned? There is, perhaps, a little 
bit of the tough end of the steak, good 
only to add to ‘the stockpot or to put 
with some other cdld meat for a stew 
or hash. There never is anything re- 
maining,of.a chop except the bone, and 
unless, like Kipling’s poor hero in ‘The 
Light That Failed,” one possesses a 
#mall dog who must be fed on “chop- 
bones,”’ even these will have to be 


™ 


thrown away. Of the shoulder of lamb, 
after a family of average size has 
dined from it, there are also bones. 
These may be converted by slow boil+ 
ing into the foundation for a white 
broth or cream soup, but there is sel- 
dom enough meat left to furnish even 
a part of a second meal, 


Not so with roast beef. For she who 
watches well the ways ef her house- 
hold can make much of this popular 
viand. When it is cut in the shop at 
which she buys it she will insist that 
her butcher remove the ribs and roll 
the meat, skewering or tying it into 
a sightly round. She wil! also demand 
that the ribs and bits of fat cut off~ 
known in butcherly parlance as ‘‘trim- 
mings’—be sent home with the roast. 
The bones are then put into a. pot with 
enough cold water to cover them, with 
a sliced onion, carrot and turnip and a 
etalk of celery, and set at the side of 
the range, where they will simmer slow- 
ly for some hours. After which salt 
and pepper may be added, and .when 
the “stock’”’ thus made is chilled gnd 
skimmed of T grease that rises to 
the surface it forms the basis for a 
delicious beef broth, whieh may be 
thickened-with barley, rice or sago. So 
already our roast has given usg.a nour- 
ishing soup for one dinner.

A Long Day’s Work 


Eighteen hours of work out 
of twenty-four should be the 
limit for any man, in any class 
of work, vot only on account 
muscular exertion and failing 
strength but also because of 
failing brain power, the man |:

Broken Down Swine. 

The breaking, down of swine in the 
hind legs or all fours is a well known 
difficulty that farmers are obliged to 
contend with. Says the Farm Journal. | 
Animals begin by showing weakness in 
the hind jJegs or a knuckling over of 
the rear fetlock joints and if not given 
treatment soon become helpless, It is 
believed to be due to the overfeeding 
of corn for generations, to the exclu- 
sion of the phosphate supplying. grains. 
The trouble is seen most frequently 
in brodd sows which exhaust this ele- 
ment in nourishing the fetus and suc- 
kling the young. It should be warded 
against by feeding the sow during , 
pregnancy and while nursing on ground 
oats, bran and oilmeal, with as mucb 
milk as possible. ‘ 

With ‘the first: symptoms the follow- 
ing treatment should be begun, both 
for sows and for shotes three or four 
months of age: One tablespoonful of | 


cod liver oil, fifteen grains of pbos- 
phate of lime and three drops of the 
fluid extract of nux vomica at a dose | 
in a little food twice a day for several 
weeks if necessary. A cure cannot | 
be guaranteed when the caze bas run. | 
too long. 


Contagious Abortion. 

T have handled duiry cows for the 
last fifteen years and | am giad to say 
that | bave never had any case of con- 
tagious abortion. wtites a correspondent 
of the Country Gentieman, I have al- 


} ways made it a practice at least twice 


{ 
a week all through the winter to mix 
up a gallon or so of warm water and 
some carbolic dip solution. get a dandy 
brush and dip in mixture und give 
every cow and heifer in the barn a! 
good soaking all around the tail nead | 
and let it run down the tail. Do this 
in the middie of the day and there will 
be no danger of the disinfectant's fla- 
voring the milk. I know. of -three 
neighboring farms where this» was | 
done summer and winter, and for five 
years not a single case of abortion oc- | 
curred among a total of 125 dairy 
cows, 


Chopping the Roughage. 

When concentrates ufe made up of 
heavy feeds like vorn chop, cottonseed 
meal, ailmeal. etc... we have always 
favored chopping a portion of the 
roughage, moistening it und mixing it 
with the concentrates, It hus been 
found that the dairy cow does better 
when she is fed a ration somewhat 
light in its mechanical makeup, if not 
too much corn is used. In the absence 
of roots or silage we would suggest 
that about one pound of the linseed 
méal be fed daily to each cow. We 
should feed from tweive to ‘tifteen 
pounds of the ciover bay and ali the 
shredded fodder the cows will. con- 
sume, not forcing them to eat the 
coarser parts.—GHoard’s Dairyman. 


THE VALUABLE SILO. 


In considering cheap’ feeding 
and feeding for the best resuits 
the silo must. not be overiooked, 
The silo is growing in popularity 
year after year. It furnishes 
cheap feed and good feed. it is 
an easy solution te the feed 
question. Une acre vf corn- 
stalks in the silo is worth five 
acres outside. One bundred tons 
of silage in the silo can be hous- 
ed in this form mueb cheaper in- 
deed than can a bundred tons of 
hay in the mow. 

Silage alone is not a complete © 
feed, but it is identical witb the 
green cornstalk and during the 
season of dry feed supplies. the 
cow with that sueculence which 
Dearly all other rations, excepting
